John Ainsworth's examination of the Doctor's comic strip adventures 
begins to wind down with the first of a two-part look at the Seventh 
Doctor's era, as seen in Doctor Who Magazine... 


introduced the seventh, and to date final, 
carnation of the Doctor into the comic 
strip. Since the previous strip adventure, 
The World Shapers, time had apparently 
moved on for the TARDIS and it’s crew. 
Not only had the Doctor regenerated but 
Peri had departed. In the first instalment of 
A Cold Day in Hell, the Doctor refers to 
events of the recent television story The 
Trial of a Time Lord, reminding a despon- 
dent Frobisher that Peri is now living hap- 
pily with King Yrcanos. 


NEW SHAPES, NEW 
STYLES 


Writer Simon Furman had a particular 
fondness for the Doctor's old foes the Ice 
Warriors and made use of the Martian war- 
riors in the Seventh Doctor’s first strip 
adventure. The Ice Warriors and the Ice 
Lord Arryx were brought vividly to life by 
John Ridgway’s superb illustrations which 
were now being inked by Tim Perkins. A 
Cold Day in Hell was to mark Ridgway’s 
departure as regular artist on the strip. He 
had worked on Doctor Who since Issue 88 
of the Magazine, a period lasting four years 
and had illustrated all of the Sixth Doctor's 
strip stories, giving them a unique style. 

A Cold Day in Hell also saw the depar- 
ture of Editor Sheila Cranna who left for

pastures new and was replaced Richard 
Starkings from Issue 134. 

Starkings chose not to appoint a new 
regular artist to the strip, preferring to have 
a different illustrator for e story. This 
policy had already been applied to the writ- 
ing tasks following the departure of regular 
scripter, Alan McKenzie. The constantly 
changing writer and artist credits were to 
give the strip a wide variety of styles and 
ideas far more diverse than had previously 
been the case. With a new writer for each 
story, it was necessary for the editor to 
exert more control over the strip’s direc- 
tion than had previously been ne 
becoming much more of a lynch pi 
a production point of view, this 
the final development of the strip. Today, 
five years on, the policies established by 
Starkings are still adhered to. 

Following Starking’s appointment, an 
expanding Marvel UK recognised that, 
although important, the comic strip was not 
the main selling point of Doctor Who 
Magazine. With this in mind it was possi 
ble to make good use of the new polic 
The strip became a testing ground for new 
talent, an established format on which new 
artists could safely cut their teeth without 
fear of damaging the Magazine. As a result, 
many of the artists who passed through the 
pages of Doctor Who Magazine went on 
to greater things, including Dougie 


Braithwaite, Gary Frank, Kev Hopgood 
and Bryan Hitch, all of whom have since 
worked for Marvel US illustrating super 
hero titles such as The Punisher; The 
Hulk, Iron Man and She-Hulk. 
Unfortunately, the constant stream of dif 
ferent artists on Doctor Who meant that it 
was no longer enjoying the visual continu- 
ity that it had with John Ridgway and prior 
to that, Dave Gibbons. However, on the 
positive side, readers were provided with a 
variety of styles that would please all tastes 
at least some of the time. 
An unfortunate offshoot to the different 
rtist policy was that the features of Si 
McCoy as the Seventh Doctor we 
y to capture and many of the new 
to find this a difficult problem 
to overcome. Some achieved it with greater 
degrees of success than others. Ironically, 
outgoing artist, John Ridgway had no such 
problems. Ridgway explained that his 
approach to drawing the flexible features of 
the Seventh Doctor was to liken him to a 
tortoise! 


BYE BYE PENGUIN 
A Cold Day in Hell saw the the strip cutting 
he era of the Sixth Doctor and 
y, Frobisher the controversial 
s also to take his bow. Parting 
company with the Doctor, Frobisher chose 
to remain behind on the planet A-Lux to 
help it’s people rebuild their world after the 
interference of the Ice Warriors. 

Apparently repla ane rasa 
companion w: the Dreilyn, Olla a heat 
vampire. She persuades a reluctant Doctor 
to take her with him in the hope of return- 
ing to her own people. However, Olla’s 
association with the Doctor was to prove to 
be brief. 

In Issue 134’s one-part Redemption!, also 
written by Simon Furman, Olla is revealed 
to be a dangerous criminal and the Doctor 
hands her over to to her pursuer, Skaroux, 
for trial. Alone again, the Doctor continues 
his travels. 

The following adventure, The Crossroads 
of Time, is something of an overlooked 
landmark for the Doctor Who strip. This 
one-part story marks the transition of the 
Doctor's adventures from an isolated string 


of stories to being but a small part of the 
Marvel multiverse. This multiverse 
includes such notable figures as Godzilla, 
Howard the Duck and Fu Manchu as well 
as the rather more commonplace X-Men, 
the Fantastic Four and Spider-Man. The 
Doctor’s opponent in The Crossroads of 
Time is Death’s Head a creation of Simon 
Furman’s who previously appeared in 
Marvel UR’s Transformers title. Using one 
of the Master’s tissue compression elimina- 
tors, the Doctor shrinks the giant bounty 
hunter down to human size and then dis- 
patches him to Earth. Following on from 
this story, Death’s Head acquired his own 
comic and quickly became one of Marvel 
UR’s biggest successes. 

A year later in 1989, the Doctor guest 
starred in Issue 8 of Death’s Head, Time 
Bomb. Death’s Head is employed by the 
Doctor's old nemesis Dogbolter, to capture 
the TARDIS and kill the Doctor. The 
Doctor tricks the bounty hunter, lands the 
TARDIS on top of the headquarters of the 
Fantastic Four and leaves Death’s Head to 
confront the superheroes in New York. 

Issue 136 of Doctor Who Magazine, 
The Claws of the Klathi! took the Doctor to 
Victorian London and the more traditional 
story territory of alien invasion. 

Following the short Culture Shock! story 
in Issue 139, Issue 140 actually devoted it’s 
entire cover to a colour rendition of a scene 
from that months one-part strip, Keep Sake. 
The cover painting by strip artist John 
Higgins was commissioned for a large 
poster as an incentive to subscribe to 
Doctor Who Magazine. Like other artists, 
Higgins had found difficulty in drawing 
Sylvester McCoy. After several unsuccess- 
ful attempts, McCoy agreed to the sugges- 
tion that he should pose for photographs 
that Higgins could use as reference. The 
photo-shoot took place during the record- 
ing of The Greatest Show in the Galaxy at 
BBC Elstree, where McCoy willingly sus- 


pended himself from some convenient 
scaffolding to simulate the pose required. 

Planet of the Dead in Issues 141 and 142 
is also referred to as “the Seven Doctors” 
story. Written by the then editor of the 
magazine John Freeman, the story con- 
trives for the Doctor to not only meet all of 
his past incarnations but several of his old 
companions. These were Adric, Peri, 
Jamie, Katarina and Sara Kingdom. Even 
Frobisher makes a brief return appearance 
but sadly John and Gillian were nowhere to 
be seen! 

Planet of the Dead was drawn by new 
artist, Lee Sullivan. Sullivan had previously 
worked on Transformers and being some- 
thing of a Doctor Who fan, had been keen 
to contribute to the strip for some time. 
Like many of his predecessors, Sullivan 
struggled with Sylvester McCoy’s likeness. 
Still dissatisfied with the completed art, 
Sullivan returned to it and redrew the 
Seventh Doctor's features in each frame 
that he appeared. With his good knowl 
edge of the Doctor Who mythos, Sullivan 
was the ideal choice as artist for Planet of 
the Dead, his likenesses of the companions 
is spot on. For his illustrations of the Third 
Doctor, Sullivan drew on the style of Gerry 
Haylock who had illustrated that Doctor's 
adventures for Countdown and TV Action. 
Similarly, Sullivan was inspired by the 
work of Dave Gibbons when drawing the 
Fourth Doctor. 

The strip returned to the familiar hands 
of John Ridgway in Issues 143 and 144 with 
Echoes of the Mogor! The adventure intro- 
duced the concept of the FHD or Foreign 
Hazard Duty, an organisation not dissimi- 
lar to UNIT but on a galactic scale. FHD 
teams would appear on an occasional basis 
in future stories. 

Issue 147’s one part Follow That 
TARDIS! was to be another Marvel multi- 
verse crossover. This time it was to launch 
Marvel UK’s new six-issue mini-series, 


The Sleeze Brothers. In keeping with the 
issue's April cover date, the anarchic El 
Ape and Deadbeat coerce the Doctor into 
pursuing the Meddling Monk on a lunatic 
chase through time and space. Although in 
a habit, the monk bears no resemblance 
whatsoever to Peter Butterworth who por- 
trayed the character on television. Scripted 
by John Carnell, five names were listed 
alongside the art credit, they were, Andy 
Lanning, John Higgins, Kev Hopgood, 
Dougie Braithwaite and Dave Elliot. Very 
much moré)Sleeze Brothers than Doctor 
Who, Follow That TARDIS! was a far cry 
from the Doctor Who of television. 

The three episode, Invaders from Gantac 
returned the Doctor to present- day Earth 
and plunged him into the midst of yet 
another group of aliens with delusions of 
conquest. 

As well as the first instalment of Invaders 
from Gantac!, Issue 148 also sported an 
interview with Frobisher! The Whifferdill 
reminisced about his time in the comic 
strip and hinted at a deeper relationship 
with Nicola Bryant than had been widely 
known at the time! 

Issue 151 broke with tradition replacing 
the strip with a text story, The Infinity, 
Season by Dan Abnett and illustrated by 
Gerry Dolan. 

The strip reappeared in the following 
issue with the much vaunted return of the 
Doctor's old foes in Nemesis of the Daleks. 
The Doctor is once more pitted against his 
arch enemies but this time is aided and 
abetted by the violent Abslom Daak, Dalek 
Killer. Daak, a creation of Steve Moore and 
Steve Dillon had originally appeared in the 
back-up strips in Doctor Who Weekly and 
had enjoyed a degree of popularity. At the 
time of it’s publication, Nemesis of the 
Daleks was to be the last appearance of 
Daak and the final instalment saw him 
apparently killed. 

Lee Sullivan returned to the strip as 
artist, now happier with his depiction of the 
Seventh Doctor and more than willing to to 
be let loose on the Daleks. Greatly inspired 
by the Sixties Dalek annuals and the strips 
from TV Century 21, Sullivan provided 
some of his best work to date evoking 
much of the excitement and menace that 
had accompanied the Daleks’ first televi- 
sion adventures. 

The four part Nemesis of the Daleks story 
was later released as part of an Abslom 
Daak Dalek Killer graphic novel. The book 
also featured reprints of the original Daak 
strips and some additional illustrations by 
Lee Sullivan. Also included was a short text 
story entitled, Between the Wars: A Slow 
Night in Paradise by John Tomlinson and 
illustrated by Sullivan. Unlike Marvel's pre- 
vious graphic novel, Voyager, the strips in 
Abslom Daak, Dalek Killer were reprinted 
in their original black and white. 

Nemesis of the Daleks was the last Doctor 
Who strip to be edited by Richard 
Starkings. From Issue 156, John Freeman 
would edit both the magazine and the 
comic strip. 

On television the story Survival was 
drawing to a close and by now it was clear 
that Doctor Who's future as a television 
series at best postponed and at worst 
non-existent. It seemed that Doctor Who 
Magazine's comic strip would be the sole 
flag bearer of new Who for the foreseeable 
future.

Two points: Why no Daleks in Issue 7? 
Just as we're about to get to Ron Turner's 
brilliant pages, you cut the strip entirely.

Also, Issue 5's interview contained a big 
mistake. The Worzel Gummidge picture 
top right on page 25 isn't by Arthur 
Ranson but by Mike Noble, also known for 
his work on 1's Zero X, Fireball XL5 
and Captain Scarlet.

Forget the actions of the Sixth Doctor 
pushing people into acid baths - in the 
Sixties strips the First Doctor was busy 
ordering that the Kleptons be “blasted out 
of the sky” and calmly committing geno- 
cide by blowing up their undersea city! 

And you can forget the Seventh Doctor 
destroying Skaro with the Hand of Omega 
— the First Doctor (without attempting to 
even MEET his enemy and effect some 
kind of negotiation) annihilated Bellus 
years ago and didn't seem in the least con- 
cerned by the consequences that may have 
for the future time-line. 

Too violent? The actions of the recent 
Doctors are pale in comparison with the 
old TV Comic!
